bring the fame and deliver them to the agent at 
this place. The butfinefs of collecting had taken 
place in the nation before the exprefs came away, 
which was on the 6th inft. and feveral of the Ne- 
groes were brought to Mr. Barnards on Flint river, 
the Place for general rendezvous. The talks now 
received are very interefting, but too long to be 
publifhed at fo hort a notice. We are authorized 
to fay, that, in confequence of the advice given by 
the Agent, the Indians are no wife uneafy on ac- 
count of the fale of lands by the Legiflature of 
Georgia, although unwarrantable meafures had 
been taken by our neighbours to alarm them on 
the occafion. 

Ne alfo find, that in confequence of the decided 
language lately ufed to the Crzeks, the Agent has 
received a talk from them, to be forwarded by ex- 
prefs to Governor Blount of, the Territosy fouth- 
weft of the Ohio, offering a firm and lafting peace 
with that country, and every other part of the 
United States, and affuring the Governor that no 
further depredations wili be committed by the 
Crecks.

The liberty 
of the prefs is menaced on alll fides: it is faid that 
a cenforial Commitiion is to be eftablithed to infpect 
the journa]s ; nay, it is.alreadg eftablifhed in part 
—Citizen Fortier, oft: Correfpondence 
Politique, has been t Gp,and his wife has in 
vain demanded that he fhall either be fet at liber- 
ry, or brought to trial. This is not the only at- 
tack that has been made on the liberty of the prefs. 
The papers of the editor of the Accufateur Public 
have been fealed, and a mandate of arreft has been 
ifved againft him. Whence does this new perfe- 
cution proceed ? and who are the inftigators of al] 
thefe iniquitous and vexatious meafures? 

The day before yefterday, foon after the report 
of the Committee of Public Safety had been pre- 
fented, the Generale was beat in all the Sections.— 
The caufe of thefe alarms on the part of the gov- 
ernment could not be developed. There was no 
croud collected in any part of this great city, ex- 
cept, indeed, before the bakers fhops. Great part

of the night was paffed by a large number of ths 
Citizenseunder arms. It is the duty of Govern- ~ 
ment, at all times, but particularly at fuch a period 
of fcarcity as the prefent, to fpare the citizens thefe 
harrafling dutiés, and to femember the old proverb 
qui dort dine, (the tleeping man needs no dinner.) 

Bread is extremely fcarce, and fiticides begin to 
inultiply in an alarining degree. §ome commo- 
tions take place daily in the fuburbs on account of 
the fcarcity of provifions. Potatoes are brought in 
great quantities to Paris, and are eagerly bought 
up. A poor farmer, who hdd brought a cart load, 
was offered feven livres a bufhel. He refufed to 
take advantage of the public fcarcity, and gene- 
roufly fold the whole quantity at five livres the 
bufhel. 





NATIONAL CONVENTICN of FRANCE, 


15 Germinal—April 4. 


General Pichegru appeared at the bar. He re- 
turned the Convention thanks for the marks of con- 
fidence with which he had been honored. He praif- 
ed the activity and zeal of the Parifian national 
guard, and exprefled his joy at having affifted in 
the re-eftablithment of order. He promifed to in- 
form the army of the meafures adopted to deftroy 
a tyrannic faction. 

He promifed to tell the defenders of the country 
that they had no longer to fear that executioners 
would fhed on the fcaffoid the blood of their rela- 
tives and friends, at the very time they were thed- 
ding their own blood on the frontiers. ‘* The Con- 
vention,” concluded General Picheeru, ‘* withes 
ouly for Libert y and juftice; the people will fup- 
port the Convention, and the armies wiil make 
France triumphant.” 

Andre Dumont moved, that the Prefident fhould 
vive General Pichegru the fraternal embrace. (De- 
creed.) The General received the embrace amidft 
univerfal acclamations. Andre Dumount entreat- 
ed the Convention not to lofe that energy which 
they had fhewn on the rath of Germinal, and to 
confolidate the republic by deftreying the remnant 
of tyranny. ‘* You fee,” he exclaimed, ‘* thofe who

Penieres faid, that Robefpierre favoured twenty 
members with his confidence ; thirteen were alrea- 
dy punifheds it was neceflary, however, to punifh 
the remainder. 

Clauzel confidered the motion as dangerous, and 
likely to ferve the caufe of the reyalifts and terror- 
ifts. The order of the day was paffed. 

Bailleul moved, that General Picbtgru fhould 
remain at Pari: until the committee of general fafe- 
ty had prefented their report. 

Delecloy obferved, that the Convention might re- 
ly upon the zeal and Yourage of the Parifian guard. 

The Convention proceeded to the election of 
members of the committee of public fafety, in the 
room of Dubois Crance, Boiffy d’Anglas, and An- 
dre Dumont, who went out by rotation.
